The  applicant  currently  has  foxes  that  he  is  raising.  In  addition,  the  applicant  has  a pair  of  bobcats  he  keeps  as  pets.  The 
expansion  of  the  site  would  not  have  an  effect  on  the  overall  environment. 

The  applicant  has  begun  construction  on  the  new  pens  and  is  awaiting  the  okay  and  approval  for  the  farm  license. 


2.  Evaluation  and  listing  of  mitigation,  stipulation,  or  other  control  measures  enforceable  by  the  agency  or  another  government  agency: 

Fish,  Wildlife  & Parks  will  enforce  rules  and  guidelines  outlined  by  the  fur  farm  license  and  rules  regarding  fur  farming.  Game 
wardens  will  periodically  inspect  the  fur  farm.  The  county  does  not  require  a permit  for  this  type  of  sanitation,  nor  do  they  monitor 
a fur  farm. 


No  water  is  to  be  used  to  flush  manure  away.  Manure  will  be  shoveled  or  swept  into  tank  as  outlined  in  the  proposal. 

3.  Based  on  the  significance  criteria  evaluated  in  this  EA,  is  an  EIS  required?  NO  If  an  EIS  is  not  required,  explain  why  the  EA  is  the 
appropriate  level  of  analysis  for  this  proposed  action: 


The  proposed  fur  farm  is  a relatively  small  project.  The  project  will  have  relatively  little  or  no  environmental  impacts  on  the  area. 
The  animals  will  be  contained  in  cages  where  the  waste  will  be  confined  to  the  immediate  area  under  the  cages  until  it  is  shovelled 
or  swept  into  the  1,000  gallon  tank.  These  fur  farm  animals  are  vaccinated  regularly  to  prevent  disease.  The  fur  farm  will  not 
significantly  affect  the  quality  of  the  human  environment;  therefore,  an  EIS  is  not  required  because  the  impacts  in  the  Beebe  Fur 
Farm  EA  were  either  insignificant  or  minor. 


4.  Describe  the  level  of  public  involvement  for  this  project,  if  any,  and  , given  the  complexity  and  the  seriousness  of  the  environmental  issues 
associated  with  the  proposed  action,  is  the  level  of  public  involvement  appropriate  under  the  circumstances? 

There  will  be  little  impact  or  public  involvement  in  this  project.  Business  is  small  and  run  by  a single  owner.  The  applicant  has 
one  neighbor  who  does  not  object  to  the  Fur  Farm.  The  neighbor  is  not  in  close  proximity.

I inspected  the  proposed  fur  farm  site  on  03/09/95.  The  site  is  located  outside  of  town  in  a rural  setting.  The  site  has  one  neighbor  to  the 
south. 


The  applicant  explained  his  plans  and  will  provide  a finished  copy  to  me  when  he  is  finished  drawing  up  the  plans. 

The  cages  that  will  hold  the  bobcat/lynx  will  all  be  in  a row.  Fourteen  cages  will  be  constructed  totalling  120  feet  in  length.  The  cages  will 
be  constructed  of  expanded  metal.  Under  the  cages  there  will  be  a tin  slide  for  catching  the  manure  away  with  water. 

The  applicant  is  planning  on  using  a 1000  gallon  tank  to  store  manure.  He  is  currently  working  on  an  agreement  with  S.  J.  Orr  Disposal 
to  haul  the  waste  from  the  site. 

Animals  that  will  be  held  at  the  site  will  include  six  bobcats,  three  lynx  and  three  to  four  foxes.

This  application  pertains  to  the  addition  of  bobcat  and  Canadian  lynx  to  the  foxes  he  already  raises.  The  addition  the  animals  will  have  no 
effect  on  the  overall  environment.
